PICKLE  CLASSIC

Martin  Bellamy's  two  free  throws 
with  30  seconds  left  in  overtime  iced 
Mount  Olive  College's  84-80  victory 
over  Coker  College  giving  the  Tro- 
jans the  1986  Pickle  Classic  title  at 
College  Hall.  With  the  score  tied  at 
80-80,  John  Simmers  put  Mount  Ol- 
ive up  for  good  with  a  short  jumper 
at  the  1 :25  mark  of  the  overtime  pe- 
riod. 

A  controversial  basket  by  the  Cob- 
ra's Dennis  Woolfolk  sent  the  game 
into  overtime. 

With  nothing  left  on  the  clock  and 
the  horn  sounding,  Woolfolk's  des- 
peration shot  fell  through  knotting 
the  score  at  72-72. 

The  Trojans  raced  out  to  a  76-72 
lead  in  the  extra  five  minute  period

Bellamy  gave  the  Trojans  back  the 
lead  at  80-78  with  a  pair  of  free 
throws.  Martin  Bellamy,  who  scored 
56  points  in  both  games  of  the  tour- 
nament, was  named  most  valuable 
player  for  the  21st  Pickle  Classic. 

Halftime  activities  during  the  Clas- 
sic saw  Kay  McNeil  crowned  as 
Pickle  Classic  Queen.  Her  escort  for 
the  evening  was  Craig  Odom.  Other 
members  of  the  court  included  run- 
ner-up Wanda  Jones  with  her  es- 
cort, Tim  Mills.

The  1986-87  Golf  Team  boasted  a  good  season  with  an  over- 
all record  of  50-35.  According  to  Dr.  Johnson  this  year's  team 
was  "a  good  mixture  of  upperclassmen  and  freshmen  with  every- 
body coming  back  next  year  —  so  we  should  be  really  tough!" 
Coached  by  Dr.  Thomas  Johnson,  the  MOC  golfers  brought 
home  the  Saint  Andrews  Invitational  Tournament  Trophy.  The 
golf  team  plays  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
registered  colleges  throughout  the  south. 

This  year's  most  valuable  player  was  Kurt  Saylor.  Saylor 
shoots  near  par  with  a  74.8  average.  Johnny  Scott  was  the  recipi- 
ent of  the  coach's  award.  "Johnny  Scott,  known  a  'Chi  Chi',  prob- 
ably loves  golf  and  life  as  much  as  his  namesake:  Chi  Chi  Rodri- 
guez," says  Dr.  Johnson.

Overall,  the  Trojan  Cagers  managed  ten 
wins  in  twenty-eight  games  finishing  with  a 
district  record  of  5-15.  ""Even  though  we  had 
a  young  team.  I  think  we  played  very  well," 
commented  head  coach  Al  Warrick.  "We 
played  a  lot  of  the  teams  very  close."  Warrick 
said.  The  Trojans  lost  ten  games  by  five  points 
or  less. 

Darwin  Carr.  Martin  Bellamy,  and  Nor- 
man Karsevar  were  the  big  guns  on  the  floor 
for  MOC.  Carr  averaged  46.9  percent  in  field 
goals,  tossed  in  27  of  44  three-point  goals  and 
brought  down  75  rebounds.  He  also  received 
top  district  honors  in  scoring  with  a  2 1 .6  point 


average  per  game.  Bellamy  and  Karsevar  shot 
an  average  of  45.8  percent  from  the  floor  with 
Bellamy  forcing  40  turnovers  and  averaging 
45  percent  in  three-point  shots.  Karsevar  cap- 
tured 85  rebounds  and  15  steals.
